I perfwade my felf, Sir, that you will find equally 
weak the Arguments which Spein founds upon the 
Kiag of Sicily’s Negociations ac Vienna. 

When one Sovereign makes with anocher a Treaty 
of perpetual Amity and Alliance, he lofes not the Li- 
berty vo cultivace or to feek out other Friendthips arid 
other Alliances; and it is indifputalle thac the King 
of Sicily might feck the Friendthip and Alliance of his 
Imperial Majefty without the Court of Madrid's ta- 
king any Exception at it, provided that in doing ic he 
did no injury to the Ingagements he already had with 
that Court. 

A Treaty of perpetual Amity and Alliance, engages 
the Princes who make it never to be Enemies, but it 
engages them not te contra& no other Friendbhip, or 
to be Enemies to all the reftof Mankind. 

The Interefts of the an of Sicily with the Empe- 
four aré not unknown at Madrid ; chey are in Confe- 
quence of a Treaty with the Duke of Savoy, concluded 
io the Year 1703 with the Empcrour Leopold; and 
have'no Connexion with the A& of the Ceffion of Si- 


cily. 
The King of Sicily fene Minifters to Vienna to re- 
gulate his [nverefts, But Spain bas no Cauftto be of- 
déd at that,.much Iefsto make it a Pretence for 
éngeance by Arms ; and in Fad, Nothing was done 
at Vienna by thofe Minifters that could give the King 
of Spain the leaft Jealoufy, at the time che Spaniards 
invaded Sicily. 
If the King of Sicily had offer’d that land to the 


Emperour, it cannot be doubted thata Re-union of 


that King with the Emperour would have been 
the immediate Confequence of it ; but fince that Re- 
union, to which there wasno Obftacle but che Trea- 
ties with Spain, was not made, ic cannot be ae 
that till che Kuptere tinjuftly made by Spain, the King 
of Sicily had propos’d nothing, and negecitt nothing 
at Vienna that Spain-could complain of. 


But whee -will-youfay, if Spainywho at the time 
they attack’d Sicily 


acknowledg'd, as I have fhe wn you, 
thet the Condu&t of the King of Sicily was without 
Reproach. has even after the Irruption into Sicily, ac- 
knowledg'd and declas'd in a Mannerthe moft authen- 
tick, that they hed nothing to pretend upon chat King- 
dom, and that the King of Sicily was right and lawful 
King of it. 

To let yon into the Fat of this, you muft know, 
that after the News of the Entry of the Spaniards into 
Palefmo; and the Siege of Caftellamare, was come to 
Madrid, thae Court difpatch'd to the Marquis de Vil- 
hamajor, who relided at Madrid, the Declaration and 
Orders contained in the following Letter. of the Secre- 
tary of State and War, Don Michel Fernandes Durand, 
the of July.
